£155k lost in homes contract overpayment blunder 


A SENIOR councillor is fac¬ 
ing calls for his resignation 
after a damning report 
found that Medway’s hous¬ 
ing service had overpaid con¬ 
tractors using £155,000 of 
taxpayers’ money. 

An investigation was carried out 
into the department’s wayward pay¬ 
ments after three whistleblowers 
brought the mismanagement of funds 
to the council’s attention. 

Monitoring officer Deborah Upton’s 
19-page report found “a lack of suffi¬ 
cient management controls” had led to

Erinaceous Property Management 
(EPM) being given an extra £120,000 
for work carried out on boilers and 
more than £35,000 for roofing repairs. 

A catalogue of council errors and 
failures to adhere to contracts had led 
to the council being unable to recover 
a single penny of the combined 
£155,007.56 overpayment. 

In the aftermath of the scandal, the 
Liberal Democrats have called on Cllr 
Tom Mason - responsible for housing 


at the time - to take responsibility for 
the blunders and offer his resignation. 

Group leader Cllr Geoff Juby said: 
“There has been a woeful lack of polit¬ 
ical leadership on this issue. 

“Cllr Mason should resign. How can 
the people of Medway trust the coun¬ 
cil on housing issues after this report 
showed how the basics were not done 
properly?” 

The council entered into a contract 
with EPM, formerly Springrove 
Property Maintenance and now 3C 
Asset Management, on April 1, last year. 

The firm was hired to carry out 
maintenance, repair and improvement

Drivers: prepare 
yourselves for 
more disruption

THE second phase of work 
planned for Chatham town 
centre’s road network was 
expected to be given the 
green light yesterday - sig¬ 
nalling the start of two-and- 
a-half years of delays and 
disruption. 

Medway council’s cabinet were due 
to rubber-stamp extensive plans to 
further develop the struggling two- 
way system and start work on the 
new bus terminal, set to be built in 
Globe Lane. 

This work would also see the dem¬ 
olition of the Sir John Hawkins Way 
flyover, The Brook being widened 
and improvements made to Manor 
Road, Union Street and Gibraltar 
Hill. 

In a report to cabinet, Chatham 
project manager Sara Purvis 
warned: “The phase two road scheme 
and the construction of the new bus 
facility will be completed within the 
next two-and-a-half years based on 
the draft programme. 

“It is inevitable that during this 
period there will be disruption and 
delays to traffic. 

“However, once the works are com¬ 
plete, modelling shows the road net¬ 
work in Chatham will be capable of 
accommodating the additional traffic 
anticipated due to the regeneration 
proposals and traffic growth for a 
considerable period of time.” 

The work comes as part of the 
Chatham Centre and Waterfront 


Framework, adopted by Medway 
council in July 2004. 

Phase one saw the two-way system 
reintroduced in 2006 and the Sir 
John Hawkins Way flyover tem¬ 
porarily closed. 

Once the road network is complete, 
attention will be turned towards 
developing the Chatham Waterfront 
site. 

Land between Sun Pier and the 
Command House pub will house 
striking apartments, a waterfront 
park, cafes, restaurants and a major 
new arts and entertainment venue. 

Medway council leader Rodney 
Chambers said: “With the flyover 
down and the new bus station opera¬ 
tional, we can get on with the rest of 
the regeneration programme. 

“In a few short years Medway as a 
whole - and Chatham in particular - 
will be a very different place.”

Police turn to 
BBC in search 
for suspects

THE net is closing in on two men 
suspected of raping a teenage girl 
after a police appeal on last night’s 
Crimewatch programme. 

Medway police’s Detective Sergeant Adam 
Marshall featured on the long-running BBC TV 
show to appeal for information on the where¬ 
abouts of Ali Khardo and Shamal Hussain. 

The young Iraqis have been on the run since 
November, when they were arrested on 
suspicion of attacking a terrified 19-year-old 
girl in Rochester High Street. 

DS Marshall said: “This was a serious offence 
and we are keen to locate these men. We have 
conducted numerous appeals locally and are 
now hoping that this high-profile national cov¬ 
erage will provide us with the information we 
need to allow us to progress our investigation.” 

Khardo, 22, and Hussain, 20, who gave police 
addresses in the Gravesend area, were arrest¬ 
ed and questioned by police after being 
captured on CCTV cameras in the high street 
in the early hours of the morning on November

Medway police station as required. 

Officers went to their homes in a bid to locate 
the pair, but found the properties abandoned. 

A police spokesman said at the time of their 
disappearance: “We are not being complacent, 
but there is every possibility they have fled 
abroad. We are keen to locate these men and 
interview them further in connection with this 
serious offence. If you know where they are, 
please contact police and do not attempt to stop 
them yourself. We are hopeful that somebody 
will recognise these men and come forward 
with some useful information.” 

Khardo was described as 6ft tall and of aver¬ 
age build, with Hussain 5ft 6ins tall and stocky.

Crook preyed 
on the elderly 

A THIEF who stole jewellery worth 
more than £35,000 from homes in 
Sittingboume, Maidstone and Medway 
has been jailed for four years. 

Christopher Swanson, 41, of Primrose 
Cottage in Borden, pleaded guilty to 
charges including burglary, handling 
stolen goods and fraud at Maidstone 
Crown Court on Monday last week. 

He asked for 28 other offences to be 
taken into consideration in sentencing. 

Police caught Swanson after he left 
his DNA at the scene of a burglary in 
Sittingboume. 

Following a search of his home, officers 
discovered receipts from pawnshops 
across the country. After a lengthy inves¬ 
tigation, more than 100 items - including 
necklaces and rings from nine different 
pawnshops - were seized. Many have 
since been reunited with their owners. 

Investigating officer DC Mark 
Whewell-Jones said: “Swanson was a 
career criminal who made his living 
out of other people’s misery. 

“Many of the items he stole held great 
sentimental value and were owned by 
elderly people.”

works in houses across Medway. 

While Miss Upton’s report found 
no evidence of fraud or dishonesty 
on the part of the council or EPM, 
she discovered a series of embar¬ 
rassing and costly mistakes had 
been made by council staff. 

Employees had failed to use 
composite codes, a cheaper billing 
system which covers all the works’ 
costs rather than receiving invoices 
for each individual area; had given 
the go-ahead to repairs without the 
necessary authority; and had 
applied an incorrect percentage 
uplift to bills. 

Miss Upton has recommended the 
council’s audit committee put 18 
measures in place to ensure it does 
not waste another six-figure sum. 

Despite the blunders, Cllr 
Mason, now in charge of adult 
services, has refused to resign. 

He said: ‘Medway council has car¬ 
ried out an investigation into hous¬ 
ing maintenance and found that 
there was no misappropriation of 
funds. Many tenants received high 
quality work and there was an 89 
per cent customer satisfaction rate. 

“Contract control and supervi¬ 
sion needed to be tightened up and 
now has been.” 


A FORMER Gillingham doctor who 
helped con a psychiatrist out of 
£188,000 has had her registration 
suspended for a year after being 
found guilty of misconduct. 

Dr Naveen Karwal, of Nelson 
Road in Gillingham, was handed the 
12-month sentence by the General 
Medical Council on Thursday after a 
four-week fitness to practice hearing. 

The GMC panel found Karwal’s 
actions to be “dishonest, below the 
standard expected of a registered 
medical practitioner and likely to 
bring the profession into disrepute”. 

During the in-depth hearing the 
panel heard how Karwal and her 
husband Dr Nitai Addy had 
scammed a Harley Street psychia¬ 
trist out of £188,000 in 2001. 

Karwal’s role in the con was to 
reassure their target, Dr Ahmed, 
that once he handed over the cash he 
would be more than reimbursed, 
saying the six-figure sum would 
release £1,017,000 from an African 
bank account.

Dr Ahmed was so taken in by the 
scheming pair that he remortgaged 
his Wigmore house and used savings 
to come up with the funds. 

In 2004, the High Court ordered 
Karwal and Addy to pay back the 
money plus interest and £650,000 
costs. 

While accepting that Addy was the 
“prime mover” in the scam, the GMC 
panel said Karwal’s actions repre¬ 
sented “a serious departure from the 
relevant professional standards”. 

Their report stated: “Despite 
the serious view the panel takes of 
dishonesty it has concluded that in 
this case a period of suspension 
would be sufficient to demonstrate 
its strong disapproval of Dr Karwal’s 
conduct and behaviour and to pro¬ 
tect the public interest. 

“The panel has also concluded that 
it is necessary that her registration 
be suspended with immediate effect.”

Public to have say 
on schools merger

CONTROVERSIAL 
plans to merge two 
Chatham schools into a 
corporate-funded 
academy are expected to 
be put to the public next 
month. 

Council bosses were due to 
discuss the future of Chatham 
South School and Medway 
Community College at a cabinet 
meeting yesterday. 

They were expected to set out a 
timetable for consultation, 
beginning with a session with 
pupils, staff and governors of both 
secondary schools in July. 

The proposal was announced 
last month, with children’s 
services boss Les Wicks 
describing the merger as a “win- 
win situation for pupils and the 
community”. A report seen by 
cabinet yesterday gave falling 
rolls, viability and a lack of scope 
for expansion as reasons why the 


academy system should be 
introduced in Chatham. 

It states: “The numbers of 
children of secondary school age 
have been falling locally and 
nationally. This impacts 
differentially on secondary 
schools’ viability, so those which 
are seen as unpopular decline in 
numbers and their budgets 
reduce accordingly. 


“This is turn reduces their 
ability to raise standards and 
maintain a broad curriculum. 

“This cycle is affecting the 
community college, which has 
significantly fewer pupils in key 
stage three than four. 

“Chatham South is popular, 
with the number of pupils 
increasing each year. However, 
the school is on a restricted site 


and unable to admit all the pupils 
whose parents would like them to 
go there.” 

Despite their differing fortunes, 
both schools’ headteachers have 
welcomed the proposal. 

Chatham South’s Vincent 
O’Mara said: “We are excited 
about being able to offer our 
successful brand of education in a 
newly built academy. 

“Our values of equal 
opportunities, inclusion and care 
for the individual, as well as high 
academic achievement, will be 
crucial to the success of the new 
school. 

“Pupils and their families 
should not be afraid of the 
changes proposed because we will 
remain focused on their progress 
and welfare, as well as planning 
for the new academy.” 

College head Andrea Ferris 
said: “I offer my full support and 
belief in the academy as a 
wonderful opportunity 

“The academy will have state of 
the art facilities for pupils and the 
community and will foster a new 
feeling of hope as well as creating 
a real feel-good factor locally.”

'Green'flotilla 
aiming to shut 
down station 


ECO-campaigners have announ¬ 
ced plans to take their anti-power 
station protest to the waves during 
a week-long demonstration. 

The Camp for Climate Action said a flotilla 
of rafts would be launched onto the River 
Medway in August to help in their efforts to 
“shut down” the Kingsnorth plant on the Hoo 
peninsula. 

The green armada will set sail between 
August 3-12, coinciding with the protest 
camp, expected to be attended by more than 
2,000 eco-activists. 

Protestor Sarah Jenkins, one of those 
coordinating the sea-born strike, said: “Once 
on the river we will swim towards Kingsnorth 
like a giant shoal of disobedient fish, all with 
one simple and achievable aim in mind: 
shutting down the climate criminal.” 

The announcement comes just a week after 
Camp spokesman Mel Jones told Grain 
villagers and police of their plans to shut 
down the power plant during the protest, as 
exclusively revealed by Yourmedway. 

Despite police warning action would be 
taken against any law breakers, the group 
stood by their plans. 

Spokesman Isabelle Michel said: “The 
Camp for Climate Action has collectively 
decided that we will aim to shut down 
Kingsnorth power station. 

“Coal is the dirtiest of fossil fuels and has

no place in a sensible strategy to deal with 
climate chaos. There is only one thing to do 
with fossil fuels: leaving them in the ground. 

“Some participants in the camp will be 
prepared to break the law as sometimes it is 
the only way to induce the changes that are 
necessary.” 

The Camp for Climate Action and fellow 
eco-activists Greenpeace have hit out at 
E.on’s plans to build new coal-fired units at 
Kingsnorth, saying the plant would emit 
more than eight million tonnes of C02 each 
year - making it “one of the most climate¬ 
wrecking plants in Europe”. 

• A mobile police station has this week 
been set up near the site of the planned 
protest to keep residents updated about the 
policing arrangements for the camp. 

The station will stop at Stoke Community 
School in Allhallows Road in Lower Stoke 
from 12.30pm to 7.30pm today, moving to the 
fire station in Chapel Road in Grain during 
the same hours tomorrow. 

On Friday, officers will be on hand to talk to 
residents in Church Lane car park in Hoo 
from 12.30pm to 3.45pm and High Halstow 
recreation hall car park in The Street from 
4.15pm to 7.30pm.

Officers praised for making streets safer 


TWO police officers who helped bring a 
paedophile to justice were honoured for their 
dedication at an awards ceremony last night. 

DC Ally Smith and PC Alison Sayers both 
played instrumental roles in capturing and 
convicting Noel Kelly, who subsequently 
pleaded guilty to a string of offences and was 
jailed for nine years. 

PC Sayers took the lead in collecting 
evidence from Kelly’s victims and other 
witnesses, resulting in the paedophile’s 
arrest in August 2006. 

DC Smith became involved in the case in 
March 2007, after Kelly went on the run. 

She appealed for information regarding 
Kelly’s whereabouts on the BBC Crimewatch 


programme. As a result Kelly gave himself up 
within four days of the broadcast. 

He was charged with 17 counts of sexual 
abuse on two young girls, seven indecent 
assaults, seven counts of gross indecency with 
children and one count of rape. 

DC Smith and PC Sayers were honoured 
alongside 26 other Medway officers. 

Chief Superintendent Jan Stephens, 
Medway’s area commander, said: “My officers 
and staff genuinely care about the 
community and often put other people’s 
safety before their own. 

“These people are an asset to Medway and 
the force as a whole and they are committed 
to making the area a safer place.” 



Proposed scheme to end 
fans' parking nightmare 


GILLS chiefs have announced plans to 
introduce a free park-and-ride scheme to all 
home games ahead of the new season. 

The club has held talks with bus operators 
with a view to establishing a number of pick¬ 
up points in Medway and across Kent. 

Gillingham FC media manager Martin 
Weller said discussions with all interested 
parties were at an early stage, but that he 
hoped the scheme would be up-and-running 
before the Gills entertain Luton Town at 
Priestfield on Saturday, August 16. 

He said: “Recent research published by the 
Football League show that Gillingham 
supporters’ biggest concern surrounds 
transport to and from games and the 
difficulty of parking in the area surrounding 
the stadium. 

“The club is committed to offering a major 
park-and-ride scheme and we’re trying to 
look as wide as possible, offering pick-up 
points across Kent. Ideally, this would be a 
free service, but at this stage we don’t know 
exactly how it will work.”

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Q How long have you been involved with Kent 
Crimestoppers? 

A I joined Kent Crimestoppers in the sum¬ 
mer of 2004, became vice-chairman in the 
autumn of 2005 and was elected chairman in 
the summer of 2006. 

Q What are the main aims and objectives of Kent 
Crimestoppers? 

A Kent Crimestoppers’ vision is The 
Crimestoppers number in every house 
in Kent’. 

The wider national objectives of 
Crimestoppers are: “Through the provision of 
a freephone number, 0800 555 111, to help 
identify, prevent, solve and reduce crime by 
enabling anyone with details of criminal 
activity to pass them on anonymously, with¬ 
out fear of exposure or retribution.” 

Or, in the words of our slogan, Tell us what 
you know, not who you are.’ 

Q Calls to Kent Crimestoppers are anonymous which 
must result in a lot more people calling you, than 
say, the police. How does this work? 

A At two levels, firstly, the technical, all 
caller identification equipment is disabled 
at our 24/7 call centre in Godstone, Surrey. 

Secondly, our operators are trained to 
exclude all identification details from all 
reports passed to the police. 

From those reports, it is even not possible 
to identify whether the caller was male or 
female. 


Q Keeping calls anonymous must encourage more 
people to ring. Do you receive a lot of calls from mem¬ 
bers of the public? 

A Because Crimestoppers doesn’t want your 
name and address, no-one will ever know 
you made the call and you will never have to 
give a statement or go to court. 

Crimestoppers is an independent charity 
that has been successfully helping to make 
communities safer since 1988. It’s promise of 
anonymity has never been broken. 

The number of calls received is huge. 
Nationally, in the year April 2006 to March 
2007, we received 80,660 actionable calls. 

These are defined as calls that lead to such 
police action as arrest, caution, court appear¬ 
ance and sentencing. The all calls/actionable 
calls ratio is greater than six to one. 

Q Do you get positive feedback from the communities 
that you work with? 

A Yes indeed. We regularly man a stall at 
community safety events across the coun¬ 
ty and regularly receive praise for the 
Crimestoppers service. 

People feel it gives them a channel to pass 
the information they have, without putting 
themselves in harms way. Parents are also 
very positive about the ‘SNAP’ Dances (Say 
No And Phone) we organise for youngsters 
across Kent. 

They like the idea of putting the 
Crimestoppers message over to youngsters in 
a safe environment that is popular with 


the youngsters themselves. Events attract up 
to 400 dance-goers. 

S How many people work for Kent Crimestoppers 
and as a charity, are a lot of these people 
mteers? 

A We have one full-time member of staff in 
Kent and a total of 11 active volunteers. 
However, we are able to call on a large num¬ 
ber of helpers for one-off activities such as 
delivering leaflets and posters. 

Nationally, we are a lean organisation with 
only 30 full-time staff at our headquarters in 
London managing a network of 32 Regions 
across the United Kingdom. 

Q What is your favourite thing about being chairman of 
Kent Crimestoppers? 

A Being a member of a busy and successful 
team in Kent Crimestoppers and 
Crimestoppers nationally. The 2006/07 
figures tell the story better than I can. 

As a result of calls to Crimestoppers: 

A) Someone was arrested in the UK for 
murder or other unlawful killing every 
five days. 

B) Every day, 17 people were arrested. 

C) Drugs with a street value of over £7 mil¬ 
lion were recovered. 

D) Property worth more than £4m was 
recovered. 

Crimestoppers is having a real impact on 
crime across the county and across the rest of 
the country.

THE Dancing Diggers team of 
gyrating JCBs are among the new 
attractions promised for this year’s 
Kent County Show - which organ¬ 
isers say will be bigger and better 
than ever.

"Who needs 
Glastonbury...?' 
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Hard shoulder dead end

DRIVERS whose vehicles break 
down on a section of the M20 could 
face the “terrifying experience” of 
being trapped in fast-moving traf¬ 
fic under plans to scrap the hard 
shoulder. 

The Highways Agency want to turn the car¬ 
riageway set aside for emergencies into a “run¬ 
ning lane” as a cheaper alternative to road 
widening. 

It is already being tested on selected motor¬ 
ways elsewhere in the UK. 

The agency - which is £3 billion over budget 
in its road-building programme - says it would 
save millions on the proposals which affect 
motorways up and down the country. 

Widening a major highway costs £40 million 
a mile whereas conversion costs £10 million. 

The plans propose that traffic safety and 
driver assistance would be in the hands of 
CCTV operators who would close the hard 
shoulder with a series of “X” signs on over¬ 
head gantries when they noticed a vehicle in 
trouble. 

The idea is still at an early stage, but a 
stretch of the M20 in the middle of the county 


is one of the areas thought to be under consid¬ 
eration for the scheme. The location has yet to 
be confirmed. 

Nationwide more than 250 miles of the 
busiest motorways have been suggested, 
including sections of the M25, M23, M6 and 
M4 as well as a section of the Ml stretching 
from the Midlands to the North East. 

It is being tested along the M42 east of 
Birmingham during busy periods and the 
Highways Agency said there had been “minor 
collisions” but no deaths or serious injuries. 

This had persuaded bosses that the scheme 
was workable. However, it has come under fire 
from motoring organisation the AA. 

Edmund King, its president, said: “The 
agency is jumping the gun by reducing the 
number of refuges [hard shoulders]. 

“We are concerned that motorists will be 
caught short, unable to reach the next refuge 
and having the terrifying experience of being 
stopped amid fast-flowing traffic.” 

The Campaign for Better Transport also dis¬ 
approves of the plans. 

Campaigner Richard George said: 
“Ministers tried to sell ‘hard-shoulder running’ 
as a greener alternative to widening. 

“But they keep moving the goalposts and are 
turning it into a polluting and risky way of 
squeezing every last inch of capacity out of our 
roads.”

Take it on trust that Big Switch means savings 


THE National Trust has launched the Big 
Switch, a nationwide project to change 
40,000 light bulbs in its historic houses and 
holiday cottages to low-energy alternatives 
in a bid to cut harmful emissions. 

Once installed, the bulbs in the trust’s 
Kent properties will save about 70 tonnes of 
C02 each year - equivalent to taking 24 cars 
off the road for a year. 

The move, which will reduce annual ener¬ 
gy and maintenance costs by about £13,500, 
will also include modifying offices, cafes and 
restaurants owned by the conservation body. 

Among the buildings owned by the organ¬ 
isation are Chartwell, former home of Sir 


Winston Churchill, Smallhythe Place, near 
Tenterden, Scotney Castle and the South 
Foreland Lighthouse. 

The trust will plough these savings back 
into reducing the environmental impact of 
its properties even further. 

“Lighting is really significant for the 
National Trust, perhaps more than many 
people appreciate,” said head conservator 
Katy Lithgow. 

“Good lighting can help to bring collections 
alive and allows visitors to enjoy historic 
interiors. But too much exposure to light is 
detrimental. 

“Ultraviolet (UV) light, the most damaging 


part of the spectrum, is not necessary for us 
to be able to see. If this element is reduced or 
even eliminated from light sources, the ben¬ 
efits are significant.” 

As part of the Big Switch, the trust will 
make use of hundreds of different types of 
low-energy bulbs, including a new bulb 
made by Philips called the Master Classic. It 
uses technology which emits less UV. 

Ms Lithgow said: “New developments in 
energy-saving light bulbs have enabled us to 
undertake our Big Switch. 

“We have now been able to change bulbs in 
many locations without compromising the 
appearance of our collections for visitors.”

Plea to get homes 
running efficiently 

EMPTY properties across the county which 
could go on the market for housing or com¬ 
mercial use must be made energy efficient 
before sales go ahead, according to the 
Green Party. 

Greens are particularly concerned that 
low-cost housing should be adapted as it is 
likely to be lived in by those on the lower 
end of the wage scale who may not be able 
to afford the work themselves. 

There are an estimated 25,000 empty 
properties of all types across the county. 

These include: 1,922 unused homes in 
Ashford, 1,395 in Canterbury, 1,835 in 
Dover, 3,127 across Medway, 1,365 in 
Swale, 1,564 in Maidstone, 1,557 in 
Shepway and 1,312 in Thanet. 

Green Party spokesman Steve Dawe said: 
“The huge number of empty properties in 
Kent - 18,403 homes and the rest commer¬ 
cial buildings - offers a considerable 
resource to the county council for creating 
useable homes to the highest standards of 
energy efficiency. 

“As many of these are likely to go into the 
rental sector or be used for social housing, 
they are likely to be inhabited by people on 
low incomes who may not have the cash 
available to fund such work themselves. 

“Therefore it is up to local authorities to 
undertake the work before such properties 
go on the market. 

“This would allow new residents to meet 
the challenge of rising energy bills.” 

Mr Dawe said it was up to the 
Government to help fund such work. 

“Kent councils have limited resources as 
long as central government allocates so 
much tax revenue to itself,” he added.

ASSESSORS found signs of steady 
improvement after a recent Ofsted 
inspection of Deanwood Primary School. 

They awarded the Gillingham school ‘satis¬ 
factory in five of seven categories and rated 
these areas as moving in the right direction. 

The inspectors marked the other two cate¬ 
gories as ‘good’. 

Leading officer Joan Greenfield wrote in 
her in-depth report: “Deanwood provides 
pupils a satisfactory standard of education. 

“Under the effective and determined lead¬ 
ership of the headteacher, the school is 
steadily improving and shows signs of 
becoming a better school than it currently is, 
as there is a clear focus on raising standards 
further. 

“The strengthening of the leadership team, 
together with robust systems for checking 
the school’s work, are providing an effective 
platform for accelerating the school's 
progress. 

“Improvements are clearly evident in the 
good provision for children in the foundation 
stage and when they transfer into year one, 
as well as in one of the year four to five 
mixed-age classes.” 

The foundation stage was one of two areas 
dubbed as ‘good’ in the report, with the other 
being the personal development of pupils. 

Parents were found to be largely positive 
about the school, which caters for 174 four to 
11-year-olds, noting its ‘open-door’ approach

Pupils were also found to enjoy coming to 
school, and to have a good understanding of 
how to keep safe and lead healthy lifestyles.

Headteacher Robin Halls said: “I’m pleased 
that our good qualities have been recognised 
in this report, and that’s thanks to the hard 
work of everyone here. 

“We are committed to further improving 
standards throughout the school for the ben¬ 
efit of all our pupils.” 

Medway council’s director of children’s 
services Rose Collinson added: “I am very 
pleased that the report reflects the work 
being done by the headteacher and his staff 
team, parents, governors and pupils to make 
Deanwood a good self-improving school with 
a community feel, where children can devel¬ 
op and flourish and increasingly are making 
progress and achieving.”

How did you first get into campaigning on 
countryside issues? 

I've been interested in the environment since school - 
geography was the only subject I was any good at! I've 
travelled, worked and led expeditions in some amazing 
parts of the world, but it is in the English countryside 
where I feel most at home. 

What would you say to the charge that your group is 
just a mouthpiece for Nimbyism? 

CPRE is a charity that is wholly funded by its members. 
People join because they want a strong, independent voice 
on countryside, environment and planning issues. All too 
often, elected members let down their constituents by 
getting bogged down in party politics, or they get lured by 
promises of new jobs, whatever the cost. We support local 
groups and individuals where proposals are clearly wrong, 
not just for local reasons, which are often valid, but also on 
wider environmental, social and economic grounds as well. 

What are the best alternatives to landfill rubbish 
disposal that do not impact on the countryside? 

Reduce. Re-use. Recycle. In a truly sustainable economy 
there is no waste, only renewable resources. If everyone in 
the world used natural resources in the same way as we 
do in Medway we would need three planets to keep going. 
I think we had better use the one we have more sensibly. 

Can technology be the answer to some of the 
problems we are facing environmentally? 

Yes. Technology is great, along with good science, sound 
economics and inclusive democracy. However, while we 
often use technology to solve specific problems, it has a 
nasty knack of creating unintended consequences. Fossil 
fuels are the best example: without them we would 
probably still be a small farming society with an average 
life-expectancy of 35. Instead we have a globalised society 
that is thrusting us into a very uncertain future.

TV MONSTER Top Gear 
returned to our tellyboxes on 
Sunday, and Clarkson and co 
didn’t waste much time in 
burning enough petrol to run 
a Shell garage dry while 
tearing a new hole in the 
ozone layer. 

Not that anyone will really care - I 
mean what’s the future of our planet 
when compared with an hour’s quality 
escapism? 

It’s remarkable how this show has 
become engrained into the national 
psyche in the past few years, especially 
since, in its former incarnation (more 
motoring magazine show than jet- 
propelled stunt festival), it was axed. 

Top Gear has since gone on to 
become event TV, not easy in a world 
where we have about 200 channels to 
choose from. 

Millions of us, including many such 
as me who really don’t care much 
about cars, sit down on a Sunday night 
for our petroleum fix to drool at cars 
we know we’ll never own. 

While it is Clarkson and Hammond 
who dominate the headlines and often 
the show itself, for me it is James May 
who is the real star of the show.

IF ever there were an easier to-dip- 
into show than American comedy My 
Name is Earl, then I’ve yet to find it.

This field of dreams

BRIAN Cox is resting on a bright 
red sofa, recalling the toughest day 
of filming on his latest movie The 
Escapist. 

The veteran actor joined Joseph Fiennes, 
Damien Lewis and Dominic Cooper in Dublin 
on a tight 26-day shoot to make the prison 
break thriller - and the whole cast had to pull 
together. 

“There’s a scene where they come to a wall 
and break through it and build a tunnel. The 
day we were doing it, we had lost a morning 
due to a change in the schedule and I thought, 
We’re not going to do this, it’s ridiculous’,” he 
admits. 

“But we worked really fast and the sense of 
commitment was incredibly moving. I sudden¬ 
ly thought, Wow, we know what we’re up 
against’, in terms of the characters in the story 
- and to get the film made. That was a fantas¬ 
tic day.” 

Cast bonding aside, it’s fair to say the film 
wouldn’t have been made at all had it not been 
for Cox’s involvement. In fact, it was written 
with him in mind. 

The 62-year-old star of the Bourne films had 
met first-time director Rupert Wyatt when 
they worked together for three days on a short 
film called Get The Picture. 

Cox had just completed filming on Troy and 
was suffering from flu when he met up with 
Wyatt for the evening and gave him an offer 
he couldn’t refuse - to write a strong central 
character he could play in a feature film. 

We’d had a lot of wine that evening and I’m 
very keen on encouraging new talent, because 
if you take care of them they’ll take care of you. 
As I get older, it’s quite important to be taken 
care of,” he explains, with a chuckle.

“It’s the classic ‘men in dire straits’ situa¬ 
tion,” says Brian, in his soft Scottish brogue. 

“It’s a wonderful movie because everybody 
has a pride in what they do and a real gift and 
that’s what’s so good about taking the prison 
escape genre on.” 

Dundee-born Cox made his name on the 
stage as a member of the Royal Shakespeare 
Company.

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On top of the world 


“WATCH out,” cried our fresh- 
faced guide, Yarab. Our mini-van 
screeched to a halt as the driver 
slammed on the breaks, thrusting 
us forward. 

“It's okay. We missed her,” Yarab said with a 
note of relief in his voice. 

Could it have been a pedestrian? Hardly 
likely. At 4,000m and surrounded by clouds, 
we were on one of the highest road passes in 
the Himalayan Kingdom of Bhutan. In fact, 
our vehicle had come to a shuddering stop to 
avoid a chicken crossing the road. 

It is against the dominant religion in 
Bhutan, Drukpa or Tibetan Buddhism, to 
harm any living being, even a fly... or a chick¬ 
en come to that. It's a way of life that makes 
for a gentle race of warm-hearted and deeply 
spiritual people in the spectacular mountain 
kingdom. 

There are not enough superlatives in the dic¬ 
tionary to describe Bhutan. Cliches like ‘heav¬ 
en on earth’ ring true here. 

Incredible scenery, a fascinating heritage, a 
rich culture of Buddhism and selfless people 
make a trip ‘an experience like no other’, 
‘never to be forgotten’ and ‘mesmerising’. 

Often referred to as ‘the last Shangri-La’ it is 
indeed a mystical place, sandwiched between 
India and China, and neighbours Tibet and 
Nepal. 

Rich, deep, green valleys make up the west, 
sub-tropical jungles the south, while the snow- 
covered peaks of the Himalaya are to the 
north. 

Almost completely cut off for centuries,

Bhutan, which has population of around 
700,000, only began to open up to outsiders in 
the 1970s. 

You won’t find many backpackers though, as 
visitors have to pay a government tax of 200 
US dollars per day for the privilege of being in 
the country. 

Tourism is still restricted and has to be 
arranged through a travel agent, but more 
and more people are being allowed in. 

Arriving into to Bhutan itself is an adven¬ 
ture. The only airport, in Paro, about 30 miles 
from the capital Thimphu, lies deep in one of 
the picturesque valleys. 

This makes for a nerve-wracking landing as 
you descend with what seems like inches to 
spare. But in its 24 years of operation, the 
national airline has never had any mishaps. 

Hotels here are limited in number but one 
which stands out is the luxurious Uma Paro, a 
boutique hotel built around a traditional, 
white-washed stone house. 

Everything about the hotel - from its mini¬ 
malist lobby to the beautiful one-bedroom vil¬ 
las - spells understated luxury and there’s a 
strong emphasis on relaxation. 

Paro valley offers so much for visitors and no 
visit would be complete without a trek to the 
Taktshang, the country’s most famous 
monastery. 

Also known as Tiger’s Nest, the pretty, 
white-washed monastery hangs on a cliff at 
900 metres above the floor of the valley. 

One of the most popular routes into the 
country is the 50-minute Druk Air flight via

Calcutta and our party spent two nights at the five- 
star Sonar Hotel in Calcutta, which belongs to the 
Sheraton hotel group, en route. 

Paro and Calcutta could not be further removed, 
despite being neighbours. Calcutta is a frenetic and 
crowded city buzzing with busy streets, the perfect 
antidote is a few days in Paro - where you’ll feel on 
top of the world.

Collapsing chains 
creating problem 

IN a volatile property market, one of the 
major things that sellers have to be 
wary of is getting into a long chain. 

Instability means transactions are 
more likely to go wrong - so in a chain 
all the participants would be affected. 

The Fall Through Index produced by 
Quickmovenow, a company which buys 
homes from sellers wanting a quick sale, 
indicates the risk of a sale falling 
through has doubled since 2006 and 
stands at about 50 per cent. 

Spencer Botchin, of Kinleigh Folkard 
and Hayward estate agency, said: “Col¬ 
lapsing chains are increasingly common. 

“In particular, this is happening with 
‘down valuations’ after mortgage sur¬ 
veys [where cautious surveyors value 
the property at a lower price, reducing 
the amount that buyers can borrow and 
resulting in them having to pull out], or 
simply when buyers have a change of 
heart.” 

One possible solution is for any person 
in the chain who has a cash shortfall to 
be covered by others, either in the form 
of a loan or grant. 

Another possibility is to have standbys 
in the chain - people who may not have 
been ready to sell when it started but 
may be later in the year. 

Swingles sustain 
designer market 

THE Sex and the City-style singles 
market for designer properties is still 
resilient, with people who live alone look¬ 
ing to buy despite the continuing gloom 
which surrounds home values. 

Whether male or female, they want 
somewhere which is secure as well as 
close to where there is nightlife and 
action such as bars and restaurants. 

They also want new homes to be easy 
to commute from - and they do want 
ultra-cool, contemporary homes with all 
the hi-tech features. 

Impressing guests is high on the list, so 
all factors in choosing a home are taken 
into account. 

And they are making a positive impact 
on the market as so many are looking to 
buy at the top end, which stimulates 
demand and helps to fight off recession. 

“In high-end developments the pro¬ 
portion of single buyers is around 20 per 
cent, split equally between men and 
women, with a large chunk of that made 
up of divorced people,” said Ed Lewis, 
head of Savills New Homes. 


Always a silver lining 
for some investors 

And fixed-rate lending goes up despite trend

A SURVEY by Abbey has revealed that 
some people quite like the idea of falling 
house prices as it could be something 
that helps them when it comes to invest¬ 
ment. 

The findings stated 3.9 million homeowners were 
happy to wait to see how the market panned out. 

But 1.2 million said recent dips in price were an 
opportunity to move up the housing ladder with bar¬ 
gains coming on to the market. 

In addition, 827,000 believe the best move for them 
is to sell up, rent for a time while prices continue to 
fall, then buy again at a cheaper cost, pocketing the 
profit. 

However, while these findings seem to show that, 
even in a market downturn, many good investment 
opportunities arise, there may be good news of stabil¬ 
ity on the horizon. 

Market analysts have seen a slight increase in 
value alongside other indications that confidence in 
the industry is returning. 

Anomaly 

Department for Communities and Local Govern¬ 
ment figures for house prices in April, based on mort¬ 
gage completions, showed a 0.7 per cent rise in prices. 

Set against recent polls indicating price falls, that 
might be seen as just an anomaly, but figures for the 
month from the Council of Mortgage Lenders have 
also indicated a pick-up in lending. 

The figures for the month showed an eight per cent 
increase in volume since March, rising from £24.1 
billion to £26.1 billion. 

While this was still five per cent lower than a year 
earlier, that compares favourably with the year-on- 
year figures in March, which were down 24 per cent 
from 2007. 

Another feature of the trend was that fixed-rate 
lending has gone up. This accounted for 59 per cent of 
all deals, compared with 54 per cent in March. 

CML director general Michael Coogan said: “There 
has been a resurgence of fixed-rate lending as borrow¬ 
ers are seeking certainty. 

“This trend is likely to continue as the anticipation 
of future Bank base rate cuts has diminished.”

HOW much do you want to slash 
your motoring costs and help save 
the planet? 

Enough to buy Skoda’s ultra-green and 
appropriately named Fabia Greenline diesel 
supermini? 

From £11,495 for the hatchback version to 
£12,145 for the estate, tested and pictured here, 
you could average around 70mpg and cut your 
emissions to just 109g/km of C02 - low enough 
to qualify for road tax band-B (£35/year). 

And you won’t pay much extra for this green 
paragon; a conventional Fabia hatchback with 
the same engine and similar spec costs around 
£200 less - cash you recover quickly via the 
Greenline’s fuel savings. 

Skoda claims the Greenline estate version is 
actually the greenest, leanest and most com¬ 
petitively priced in its class. 

The Czech car maker has achieved this 
miserliness by fitting further aerodynamic 
panels beneath the chassis, replacing the 
spare tyre with a puncture repair kit and rais¬ 
ing the front bumper by 35mm. 

But there is a ‘but’ and one we are all going 
to have to face sooner or later as we strive for 


or are forced towards greener motoring, for the 
Greenline is not exactly a treat to drive. 

Sure the Fabia range generally grips, 
handles and rides better than many in the 
supermini segment, but the Greenline’s 80bhp 
1.4-litre engine is both a three-cylinder and a 
diesel, a double-disadvantage on the refine¬ 
ment front. 

The only time the racket fades is during 
motorway cruising, when you also have the 
satisfaction of knowing that a tall fifth gear is 
allowing the car to sip fuel, making the 
Greenline ideal for a regular and increasingly 
expensive daily commute. 

Skoda has also made the latest Fabia a 
brighter place to be; endless dark trimming of 
the cabin in the old car has been replaced with 
a two-tone scheme. 

As before, the quality of the materials is 
robust while the dashboard is well-organised, 
with decent stowage. 

Space front and back is generous for this class 
and the estate works well, delivering 480 litres 
of boot space or 1,460 of load space with seats 
folded, compared with 300/1,168 for the hatch.

GILLINGHAM striker Gary Mulligan says he 
does not bear any resentment towards manag¬ 
er Mark Stimson after friction between the pair 
last season and is ready to fight for his place in 
the team. 

The 23-year-old is a fans’ favourite at Priestfield, but he spent 
two spells on the sidelines last season after appearing to fall out 
with Stimson. 

His two-year spell at the club looked to be over following rel¬ 
egation when he told the Gills boss in May he wanted to leave 
to stay in League One. But after a lack of firm interest from 
potential suitors, Mulligan agreed to stay at the club for anoth¬ 
er season earlier this month. 

Now he hopes to put last season’s problems behind him and 
is looking forward to the new campaign. 

He told Yourmedway: “It was a bit frustrating really because 
there were times where I thought I shouldn’t have been out and 
I was left in the stands. I just had to get my head down, work 
hard and eventually I got back in the team. 

“I don’t hold any grudges and neither does he so we’re getting 
on fine. I just hope it stays like that. 

“My agent was talking to a few League One clubs but at the 
end of the day there was nothing certain so I just went home, 
weighed up the options and in the end I decided to stay here an 
extra year and give it another go.” 

Mulligan is likely to have a fight on his hands to get his way 
into the starting line-up, with Stimson closing in on his primary 
transfer - a striker with physical presence. 

Moving in the other direction, Gills are nearing an agreement 
to cancel Aaron Brown and Efe Sodje’s contract, while Delroy 
Facey has attracted interest from two clubs.

Ground share rumours Denly delights charity 
rubbished by the Gills crowd with six display 



GILLINGHAM chief executive 
Mark Jones has dismissed sug¬ 
gestions the club are considering 
a ground share with Southend 
United. 

When the league fixtures were 
announced earlier this week, the 
two clubs’ games mirrored each 
other throughout the season, 
with Gills playing away when 
the Shrimpers were at home and 
vice versa. 

But Jones rubbished internet 
rumours the club was planning 
to leave Priestfield in favour of 
Roots Hall. 

He said: “There’s no truth in 
that whatsoever. We are in full 
swing to find ourselves a new 
location in Kent and we are not in 
conversation with anyone else.” 

Jones was appointed in April to 
allow chairman Paul Scally to 
focus more of his time on raising 
investment for a new stadium. 

Relocation is seen as crucial 
to the club’s long-term aspira¬ 
tions, with Scally first unveiling 
plans for a 20,000-seater stadium 
four years ago. The original pro¬ 
posed site at Temple Marsh 
near Strood was rejected due to 
the high cost of improving trans-

port links in the area. 

With a lack of suitable sites in 
Medway, the club have consid¬ 
ered other locations in Kent. 

Gillingham Football Club pic 
no longer own Priestfield after 
shareholders agreed to sell the 
ground to Priestfield Develo¬ 
pments Limited last December, 
reducing its £12 million debts by 
75 per cent. Under the terms of 
the deal the company, which is 
owned by Scally, the club have a 
secure tender. 

The ground cannot be sold or 
developed as long as the club 
need it and until an alternative is 
built.

Hectic schedule is 
part of the game 

KENT Spitfires face a crucial three days in 
the defence of their Twenty20 crown as 
qualification for the quarter-finals goes 
down to the wire. 

Rob Key’s side topped the south division 
before last night’s game away to Middlesex. 

But with five teams competing for the top 
two positions, the Spitfires will need to pick 
up points from the final group games 
against Surrey today and Sussex on Friday 
to be sure of progressing to the last eight. 

Coach Graham Ford admits the schedule 
is difficult, but the players are used to it and 
the prospect of reaching another final is 
enough to spur them on. 

He said: “The way the programme is, the 
players have to have a pretty short memory 
after defeats because it is such a hectic 
schedule. It’s a difficult one because we do 
not have a great deal of time to prepare for 
the competition. We started with the county 
championship and the Friends Provident 
and then suddenly we are straight into 
Twenty20. It is difficult to get tactics and 
strategies in place, so often you have to rely 
on the characters in the team.” 

Kent have used an unchanged line-up so 
far in the competition and it looks as 
though they will resist the temptation to 
bring players such as Martin Saggers, 
Robbie Joseph, Amjad Khan and Matt 
Walker back into the frame. 

The Spitfires have used a tried and trust¬ 
ed formula for the competition with three 
front line batsmen, together with five gen¬ 
uine all-rounders, Geraint Jones behind the 
stumps and two main bowlers. 

Ford believes the success of last season’s 
Twenty20 campaign was down to the play¬ 
ers knowing they are part of a secure set-up 
and that won’t change this year. 

He said: “Changing the team is not that 
easy because we are trying to take the play¬ 
ers forward as the competition is a different 
skill set to come up against. 

‘We didn’t make a great deal of changes 
last year and it is a good thing to have a 
settled side with players secure in their 
positions - we won’t be making any knee- 
jerk reactions.”
